The Rumanian troops main- 
tained a reserved and dignified atti- 
tude and rejected every attempt at 
fraternization.” 


There have been several reports from 
Berlin and Vienna that the Rumanians 
had joined with the Russians in the 
negotiations with the Germans for an 
armistice, but official confirmation 
heretofore had been lacking and on Wed- 
nesday an official denial of them was 
issued in London. 

The Rumanian troops are holding po- 
sitions along the western Moldavian 
frontier and the line across southern 
Moldavia to the Black sea at which 
the Germans and Austrians were halted 
at the conclusion of their drive in 1916. 
Russian troops are interspersed with 
the Rumanians, and the withdrawal of 
the Russians from active operations 
would make it almost impossible for 
the Rumanians, menaced by the Bul- 
garians from the south, as well as by 
the German and Austrian armies of the 
east, of vastly superior size, to carry 
out an independent military policy.

From Every Angle. 

The president is viewing the prob- 
lem from every angle. His advisers 
are by no means of one mind on the 
subject and tlecir proposals have run 
all the way from a policy of govern- 
ment seizure to that of a hands-off at- 
titude, leaving the railroads to work 
the problem out for themselves. He 
gave careful study today to the inter- 
State commerce commission’s recom- 
mendation to congress that the govern- 
ment operate the roads or suspend

Senator Newlands prepared himself 
today for Monday's conference by dis- 
cussing with the legislative committee 
of the interstate commerce commit- 
tee its recommendations.

“Reasonable additions to power and 
care to replace equipment wearing out 
and to provide for recent increase in 
traffic.”

Harrison and other members of the 
war board called in newspaper repre- 
sentatives and laid the railroad sit- 
vation, as they saw it, before them.

FOR BIGGER CROPS 


Agricultural Secretary Says 
Farm and Live Stock Pro- 
duction Must Be Increased 
During the Next Twelve 


Months. 


Washington, December 7.—With rec- 
ord crops grown this year the nation’s 
farm and live stock production must 
be stimulated to a still higher effi- 
ciency durivg the coming twelve 
months if domestic demands and the 
needs of the allies are to be adequate- 


ly met, Secretary Houston says in his 
annual report to congress today. 

“That the farmers of the nation 
have generously responded to the ap- 
peals for increased production, _and 
that much has already been done to 
insure a large stpply of foods and 
feedstuffs,” says the report, “justifies 
no let-down in their activities or in 
those of all agricultural agencies. On 
the contrary, even greater efforts must 
be put forth in the coming months. 

“There must be no breakdown on the 
farms, no failure of foods, feedstuffs 
or clothing. I eannot emphasize too 
strongly the urgent necessity of doing 
everything possible to bring about @ 
still further increase in the production 
of all essential commodities, particu- 
larly of the staple crops and live 
stock.” 

Confidence in the Farmers. 

Confidence in the abilty of the 
farmers to meet the unusual emer- 
gency caused by America’s entrance 
into the war is reiterated by the sec- 
retary. Their willing co-operation 
since April has been prolific of en- 
couraging crop increases, he says, and 
there is no doubt but that they have 
a complete and ready comprehension 
of the demands to be supplied as the 
war proceeds. 

“The spirit revealed by the farmers 
and the results of their efforts during 
the present year,” he says, “indicate 
that they recognize the responsibility 
resting upon them’ in this emergency. 
I am confident that they will patriot- 
ically continue to assume and to bear 
their full share of the country’s bur- 


den. 

“The farmers of the nation have al- 
ways shown their devotion to the cause 
of freedom and have not been slow to 
respond to the country’s call for men 
and means to defned its rights. 

“As it becomes more obvious that the 
surest way to force a righteous peace is 
to employ effectively all the resources 
of the nation, the farmers will increas- 
ingly put forth their strength, send 


see to it that neither this nation no 
those with which we are associated 
lack anything in the way of materials 
for food and clothing.” 


While the precise figures for meat, 
poultry, dairy products and vegetable 
oils are not yet available, the secretary 
estimates that the quantity of these 
commodities is greater than for 1915 
and 1916. 

An increase of a billion bushels over 
the five-year pre-war average was ef- 
fected in this year’s crop of staples. Un- 
revised estimates contained in the re- 
ort are as follows: Three billion nine 
Conlred and ninety-one billion bushels 
of corn, 695,797,000 of wheat, 1,580,000,- 
000 of oats, 201,659,000 of barley, 56,- 
000,000 of rye, 16,813,000 of buckwheat, 
38,256,000 of rice, 73,380,000 of kafir, 
489,686,000 of Irish potatoes, 84,727,000 
of sweet potatoes, 15,957,000 of com- 
mercial beans, 43,606,000 of par. 
11,419,000 of pears, 177,733,000 of applies 
and 7,621,000 of sugar beets. 


Sweet Potato Production. 


A $3,000,000 saving has been made, 
says the report, by the departments 
placing specialists in the region of 
greatest sweet potato production to su- 
perintend proper handling and storage 
of the commodity. <A special survey 
to collect choice Irish potatoe seed stock 
now is being conducted in Maine, Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and Colorado. 

Discovery in Texas of the pink boll 
worm, a highly destructive cotton pest, 
presents another serious menace to the 
nation’s cotton crop, but every means 
is being utilized to eradicate the pest 
in the United States. Its spre £0 
far has been confined to comparatively 
isolated areas.

Various Plans Analyzed by 
Baltimore Financier — In- 
terest of Public Set Forth. 


Constructive Action Re- 
quired.. 


New York, December 1.—Analyzing 
various plang which have been sug- 
gested to solve the problems of the 
railroads, 8 Davies Warfield, of Bal- 
timore, made an address today before 
the annual convention of the Asso- 
ciation of Life Insurance Presidents, 
which is being held at the Astor ho- 
tel. Mr. Warfield reviewed the plans 
discussed and laid particular stress 
upon the difficulties of the interstate 
commerce commission in dealing with 
horizontal increases in railroad rates. 

Mr. Warfield alluded to the special 
report just made to congress by the 
interstate commerce commission, in 
which it was held that increases in 
rates would not solve the. immediate 
pituation and throwing the responsi- 
bility upon congress to legislate to re- 
lieve existing conditions as an expe- 
dient of war. This, he said, does not 
solve the fundamental problems of the 


carriers, based as they are, and will 
always continued to be, at least so 
long as the railroads are operated 
through private ownership, upon the 
proper adjustment of rates. This ques- 
tion must be met now or later Dy 
either congress or the commission. 


Interest of Ahe Public. 


He eset forth the interest of the pub- 
lic in the welfare of the railroads 
when he stated that $1,500,000,000 of 
the total assets of $6,000,000,000 be- 
longing to the policyholders of the 
life insurance companies is invested 
in railroad securities. 

He showed that the life insurance 
companies have taken a forward step 
for the protection of their policyhold- 
ers through membership in the Na- 
tional Association or Owners of Rail- 
road Securities, of which he is presi- 
dent. 

“Taking into consderation the num- 
ber of policyholders of the life insur- 
ance companies,” said Mr. Warfield, 
“and the depositors of mutual savings 
banks, new members and individual 
members, exclusive of memberships 
represented by financial and other in- 
stitutions, owned by stockholders, our 
association represents a total member- 
ship of approximately 26,000,000 people 
out of the 60,000,000 who directly or in- 
directly own railroad securities.” 

He reviewed the effect which the 
present system of public regulation 
has had upon the savings of a large 
portion of the population invested in 
railroad securities. 

“One of the difficulties of the situa- 
tion,” he said, “lies in the fact that 
the act of congress under which the 
interstate commerce commission  op- 
erates has apparently been construed 
as having been planned for the re- 
striction of the railroads. Apparently 
the commission is now beginning to 
realize that, having practically taken 
control of the operation of the carriers 
the commission should also assume the 
responsibility of exercising precaution 
to enable the carriers to meet the 
changing conditions: It is vital either 
that the commission should clearly rec- 
ognize this or that congress amend the 
act and impose this obligation and di-. 
rect its exercise.” 


U. 8S. Incorporation Won't Solve,

only district in the county not now 
possessing a consolidated school. It 
iF) peenoees to erect a building costing 
not less than $15,000. 

Bibb county received $74,820 from 
the state this year, which is consid- 
erably more than in previous years.

Bibb county was the first county in 
Georgia to put the consolidated school 
system into effect, many small schools 
in each country district being consoli- 
dated into one with high school grades. 
Children attending the schools are 
taken to and from the school houses 
in large covered wagons provided for 
rpat purpose by the board of educa- 

on. 


The ordinance committee of council 
Friday afternoon reported favorably on 
the proposed ordimance to centralize 
the bookkeeping of the various. city 
departments. 

This action followed the report of 
a special committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the feasibility of the plan. 
It was the consensus of opinion that 
this would undoubtedly mean a con- 


siderable saving to the city, both in 
overhead expense and in other ways. 
One saving which is of particular in- 
terest lies in the fact that under the 
present system, whereby each depart- 
ment keeps its own set of books, the 
time lost in getting vouchers through 
for the gy Pog ty of accounts frequently 
results in the loss of discounts and also 
in less favorable terms. 

It was explained that this new ar- 
rangement will in no way affect the 
annual apportionment of funds to the 
different departments, the plan merely 
contemplating the most efficient meth- 
od of handling the bookkeeping. For 
instancé, in one case referred to, one 
firm in the city has a total of 202 dif- 
ferent accounts on the city books, 
where the whole could easily be in- 
cluded in seventeen. 

The committee also approved the 
proposed change in the ordinance to 
provide a tax investigator. The orig- 
inal ordinance read that salary for 
this position was to be $1,800 per year. 
It was pointed out that it was, there- 
fore, imposvible to make any change 
in aelaty to the incumbent, without a 
change in the ordinance. The change 
was made to read that the salary should 
not exceed $2,400 per year. 

A proposed new ordinance, ,intro- 
duced by Alderman Edgar Dunlap, to 
prohibit the storing or sale of any form 
of fireworks within the city was re- 
ported adversely. 

It was felt that the existing Jaws 
and ordinances on this matter gave 
sufficient power for any. desired con- 
trol of fireworks, and that it would 
not be fair to merchants who had in- 
vested capital in /stocks of fireworks, 
to prohibit their sale for use out of 
the city or to confiscate stocks.

THE HALIFAX HORROR. 
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From reports at hand it appears that the | 
little Canadian city of Halifax has been al- 


most wiped from the map through one of the 
greatest calamities of its kind recorded in 
modern history. 

There have been numerous catastrophes 
on the American continent and elsewhere, 
caused by fire, flood, earthquake or explo- 
sives, entailing far greater property loss than 
that suffered by Halifax; but probably the 
loss of human life never was greater in con- 
nection with a similar visitation of fate—at 
any rate, not on the western hemisphere. 

Indeed, the destruction of life in the ex- 
plosion and fire whieh razed Halifax was 
appalling. It could hardly have been worse 
had the city’s destruction been the premedi- 
tated work of the enemy. 

While apparently the enemy had nothing 
to do with it, the destruction came about 
indirectly as the result of the conflict that 
is raging across the Atlantic. And thus it 
comes in the nature of a by-product of the 
war. 

The whole civilized world commiserates 
with the stricken city. 

But from all accounts the sorely afflicted 
people of Halifax need much more than our 
sympathy and condolence. They need food, 
and shelter, and raiment, warm blankets 
to protect themselves from the rigors of 
the bleak northeastern winter; they need ma- 
terials with which to reconstruct their homes 
and with which to build new shelters to 
shield them from the weather. 

It is a beautiful characteristic of Ameri- 
can cities that invariably they are alert 
and generous in responding to the needs of 
other cities in time of distress. While Hali- 
fax is not of our own country, still it is a 
neighbor, a very friendly one, and of a 
country with which ours is making common 
cause in the greatest test of strength and 
courage within our history as a nation. No 
time should be lost by the cities on this 
side of the line in tendering whatever form 
of relief may be necessary and practicable.

A war department official is quoted as 
having said a few days ago that— 

“The American army can win this 
war only by efficiency. An efficient 
army must of necessity be a sober army. 
Drunken or even drinking commanders 
cannot successfully lead sober men. The 
commanders must set the example of 
sobriety, and the government is de- 
termined that they shall.” 

And the department has just issued or- 
ders to every army division commander at 
the camps and cantonments throughout the 
country to enforce “absolute sobriety” on 
the part, not only of the enlisted men in the 
army, but the commissioned officers as well! 
They are instructed to make examples of 
those who think more of their drink than 
they do of their duty. | 

That is one of the best orders ever is- 
sued respecting the army. It is a fitting 
counterpart of Secretary Daniels’ anti-booze 
order respecting the navy, and it is timely. 

It would nct be fair to the officers of the 


j army to expect them to achieve results on 


the battlefield supported by drunken or 
whisky-logged soldiers. 

And it would be equally unfair to expect 
service from privates under the command 
of officers either drunk or half-drunk, or 
whose brains might be befuddled or wits 
dulled by alcohol. 

Human life is too precious a thing to 
place in the keeping of a besotted command- 
er whose order on the battlefield is law. And 
the cause for which we are fighting means 
too much to the world for ft to be entrusted 
to military commanders who do not at all 
times know what they are about. 

The day of the roisterous, hale-fellow- 
well-met army or naval officer is gone. And 
it is a good thing for everybody concerned 
that Uncle Sam has emphasized the fact that 
he means business when he demands strict 
sobriety in the army and aboard ship. 

We're engaged in mighty serious busi- 
ness; and it.takes serious minds and clear 
brains to attend to it successfully, And a 
man full of whisky can have neither! 


GOOD, BUT NOT NOVEL. 


Omaha, on October 1, completed its first 
six months of “bone-dryness,” and it has 
the same old story to tell: less crime, fewer 
divorces, better-fed and better-clothed fam- 
ilies, fewer bad mercantile debts, more say- 
ings accounts, infinitely less sorrow and in- 
finitely more happiness, than under the old 
pseudo “personal liberty” conditions, when 
the saloon was in full flower. 

Business men, public officials and the 
general run of citizens, regardless of what 
their sentiments on the liquor question were 
prior to the era of prohibition, are now com- 
ing forward with expressions of thankfulness 
that John Barleycorn has been driven from 
their midst. 

A number of Omaha’s leading business 
men and public officials have issued state- 
ments attesting the benefits their city has 
derived from its first six’ months of pro- 
hibition. 

“Prohibition has been a great thing for 
Omaha,” says the chairman of the executive 
committee of the Omaha Commercial club— 


“It has done a great deal for the 
wage-earners. It has helped them start 
savings accounts, helped make payments 
on their homes, helped them to keep up 
their rent.” 


The president of the Omaha Grocers’ as- 
sociation says that: 

“Doing away with the saloons wag the 
best thing that ever happened to the 
city. Grocers report business better and 
collections better. Many who never paid 
their bills before are now prompt in 
their settlement.”

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Some Sidelights 
On the Great War 


COMPULSORY FOOD 
RATIONING 


BY J. D. WHELPLEY 


London.—The world discovered long ago 
that the only fair system of paying the ex- 
perises of government and public improve- 
ments was by compulsory contribution in 
proportion to wealth or income, or, In other 
worde—taxation. In more recent days it 
has been discovered that the only fair way 
in which to raise an army, even for de- 
fense, was by selective draft or, in other 
It is now dawning 
Bradually upon the war harassed people of 
the countries of Europe, neutral as well as 
belligerent, that the only way in which a 
diminishing supply of food can be distribut- 
ed fairly is by placing a legal limit upon 
the amount allowed each individual or, in 
other words—compulsory rationing. | 

As long as human nature is as it is a 
mixture-of good, bad and indifferent, a 
call for voluntary contribution to the ex- 
pense of the state, the raising of a volun- 
teer army or a request that each person lim- 
it his consumption of this or that food that 
there may be enough for all, will result in 
the burden falling on the thoughtful and 
more or less unse?ffish minority. In all the 
countries at war where the food - question 
has become more or less acute, and there 
is no country where it has not, it has been 
shown that where one - person 
upon request, live within a de- 
fined food, there are twenty whose only 
thought appears to be to get hold of all the 
food possible not only to maintain a normal 
diet, but to hoard against a possible time 
of greater shortage. 

In no single phase of these days of war 
has humanity appeared in a more selfish 
and altogether undesirable light. The war 
has brought into flaming significance the 
heights and depths te which. mankind can 
riee or descend. The courage, endurance, su- 
per-self-sacrifice and flaming up of the holy 
spirit shown by hundreds of thousands of 
men and women not only on the battlefields, 


but in the homes and workshops of the peo- 
bie are the dazzling high lights of the féar- 
ful conflict and they but deepen the shadows 
in which lurk the souls of those who worship 
the god of self-indulgence. 


Food Hogs Still Exist tn Germany. 


‘Early in the conflict the German govern- 
ment foresaw the inevitable failure of an 
appeal to voluntary and methodical self- 
sacrifice, and with a system of cards, strove 
to equalize the distribution of the necessi- 
ties of life. The reeult has only been par- 
tially successful, for ‘food hoggers”’ etill 
flourish, but on the other hand their pro- 
pensities are now s0 curbed as to insure a 
fairer distribution of what there is on hand. 
Within the past few months France, in de- 
spair of any other method, has adopted a 
eimilar course of action, and with the coming 
of New Year the British government un- 
willingly takes its first ste along. this 
path. Sugar is the first article to be ¢com- 
pulsorily rationed. What will come next is 
not known, but it will probably be bread. 

Before the rationing of the whole popula- 
tion was undertaken all public and pri- 
vate places where food was sold were placed 
upon allowances. The population as a whole 
was asked to limit itself individually to 
three-quarters of a pound of* sugar, four 
pounds of bread and two and a haif pounds 
of meat each week. Some beneficial results 
were obtained by this method, and through 
the government control of the distribution of 
sugar and control of the flour,mills it has 
been possible to reduce consumption in cer- 
tain. districts by creating an artificial short- 


age. 

It has been found, however, that although 
the consumption was reduced the final dis- 
tribution to the consumers, pce geacly yf con- 
ducted through the retail erchants,~ was 
extremely unfair. Favored customers or 
those who were particularly insistent got 
what they ‘wanted without much trouble, 
while those whose patronge was not so val- 
uable or those who were more modest in 
their demands were ignored. The price of 
bread climbed to unprecedented altitudes and 
to help the poor the government 4 
lower price beyond which the baker was 
forbidden to go, the government paying the 
loss in manufacture by an arbitrary reduc- 
tion in the price of flour at the govern- 
ment-controlled mills. 


Staple English Food Is Bread. “ 


The result of this decrease in price was 
not what was expected, for many instead 
of aavene the money bought more bread and 
the gain made in the previous campaign for 
voluntary curtailment was nearly wiped out. 
The staple article of food in the glish 
workingman’s diet ia bread, not because he 
cannot get anything elise, but because he has 
become accustomed to it and because he 
knows nothing about cooking or the art of 
food substitution. It is bought from the ba- 
ker and solves the cooking problem and 
incidentally the fuel question. Bread, meat, 
sugar, cheese and tea are what he wants, 
and he is satisrfied with nothing elst. These 
are the supplies that are hardest to get; 
they have risen in price more than other 
things, and the workingman and his family 
measure the hardship of the war by the plen- 
tifulmess or scarcity of these staple articles. 

It is a usual thing to find in an English 
country home where employer and employee 
alike have free access to all that is raised 
upon the place that the employer and his 
family by the free use of potatoes and other 
substitutes from the garden are keeping 
well within the four pounds of bread per 
week per person, while the man ofall work 
is still buying bread for himself and family 
at the rate of cight pounds per week for 
each person, young and old. It was not 
long ago that a delegation of workingmen 
waited on the prime minister to inform him 
that each workingman’ in land must 
have at least fourteen pounds of bread per 
week or they could not carry on. 

These men are not to blame in any wa 
for it is their traditional diet, and they lac 
the knowledge and initiative necessary to 


r make the change required by new conditions. 


If the rationing was made compulsory théy 
would be forced to try something else, and 
it would not be a bad thing for the future 
as well as the prevent if the average Brit- 
ish household became accustomed to some- 
thing new in its dietary. They have in the 
ast refused to profit by the example of the 
french, the Belgians and the Dutch, but 
they are now taking a livelier interest in the 
methods by which those people, even in times 
of peace, consume per capita about half of 
the tea, bread, meat and sugar used by the 
lish, and yet are able to work as 
as hard and maintain their hi 
age and spirit in the face of condi 
have not yet come to the people of 
and of which they have no fear.

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The most prevalent illness in the United 
States, to paraphrase supplement No. 30 to 
the public health reports, March 16, 1917, 
is the pampered delusion, a disease group 
included under one misleading title and 
considered of such minor importance that 
vital statistics do not record the enormous 
number of victims who annually are sub- 
jected to suffering, inconvenience and ec0- 
nomic loss thereby. : e 

It is not at all remarkable that the wide- 
spread familiarity with this pampered delu- 
sion has bred a contempt which hides its 
seriousness. The chief reason for this 
popular contempt for the so-called simple 
cold is the incompetent, slovenly, lazy, be- 
whiskered old charlatan whto so calls the 
patient’s illness when he doesn’t really know 
just what is the matter. Yet the sum total 
of the ravages produced by the pampered 
delusion, while the dissembling doctor 
dances idiy about and strives to fit his opin- 
ion and advice to the whims and prejudices 
of the patient, is much greater than most 
of us realize. 

Pneumonia kills more people than any 
other disease excepting heart disease and 
tuberculosis. 

A “cold” never causes or “runs into” 
tuberculosis. That notion is a very con- 
venient one for the incompetent physician 
or the ngstrum maker to exploit. The “cold” 
that proceeds. to frank tuberculosis was 
tuberculosis from the very beginning, but 
‘unrecognized. Unrecognized because the 
doctor failed to examine the patient, but 
just agreed with the patient’s delusion that 
it was a “bad cold;” or because the patient 
was so credulous as to accept as thorough 
an examination made through one or more 
layers of clothing—and no physician, be his 
skill ever so great, is capable of telling a 
patient whether or not early tuberculosis is 
present in the lungs unless he examines the 
chest with all clothing removed repeatedly. 
And very commonly, alas, the victim of a 
“cold that hangs on” risks health and life 
by experimenting with remedies or treat- 
ments prescribed or suggested by well- 
meaning but uninformed friends, so that 
the actual disease progresses to an alarming 
stage before the unfortunate visits a doctor 
at all. 

Calling an illness a “cold” is quibbling, 
every time. No matter who calls it a 
“cold,” or how trivial the illness seems to 
be.

Fourth District Will 
Have No Congressman 
‘For Twenty-Two Days 


Regardless of the action of the fourth 
congressional district convention, which 
is still trying to mame a democratic 
nominee for the congressional race to 
succeed Congressman Adamson, it now 
appears that the fourth district must 
be without a new representative in 
congress for a period of not less than 
twenty-two days. 

Congressman Adaméon has not yet 
resigned, and there is, therefore, yet 
no vacancy in congress from the fourth 
Georgia district. An opinion has been 
submitted to Judge Adamson to the 
_effect that there can be no election 
ordered until at least twenty days aft- 
er the vacancy in his office. If but 
one day is allowed for the issue of a 
writ by the governor to the ordinary 
and the call of the election by the 
ordinary, and another day for declar- 
ing the result of the election, twenty- 
two days would be the shortest length 
of time in which a successor to Con- 
gressman Adamson could be author- 
ized to take his seat in congress. 

It is now expected that Congress- 
man Adamson’s resignation will be sent 
to the governor on or about December 
14. The circumstances said to gov- 
ern this election would, therefore, 
make it about January 4 before an 
election could be held. 

This view of the situation differs 
from the procedure in filling a vacancy 
for clerk of the court and similar elec- 
tions, in which the law provides an 
election may be called when it appears 
@ vacancy is “about to exist.”

Intercollegiate ‘Athletics; 
Expenses to Be Curtailed

Athens, Ga., December 7.—(Special.) 
The Southern Intercollegiate Athletic 
association, at its twenty-third annual 
meeting held here this afternoon, de- 
cided to continue intercollegiate ath- 
letics of all kinds for the seasons of 
1918, though curtailing the expenses 
incident thereto. 

This was the sense of the meeting 
as expressed in a resolution adopted 
after a discussion that consumed the 
better part of three hours, and in which 
all the delegates participated, the great 
majority being in favor of the continu- 
ance, and the resolution as finally 
worded was adopted unanimously. 

The discussion started when D. H. 
Henry, representing Clemson college, 
introduced a resolution to the effect 
that intercollegiate baseball be dis- 
continued for the spring session. This 
brought forth many arguments, in 
which Coach J. W. Heisman. of Tech, 
made an eloquent appeal for a continu- 
ance of athletics, basing his argument 
on the statements of President Wilson 
and Secretary of War Baker in this re- 
spect, both of whom favored such &a 
plan. 


Expenses Are Curtailed. 

Rev. Henry Phillips, of Sewanee, then 
introduced a resolution which read that 
the association recommend the cur- 
collegiate baseball, and, as amended 
of Alabama, and Dr. Brown, of Vander- 
bilt, it was made to read to embrace all

well. 

A statement by President Walker to 
the effect that it was beyond the ju-

William Barton, tormer newspaper 
man and now traveling auditor tor the 
Canadian imperial munitions board, re- 
lated today his experiences. He waS 
at breakfast in the Halifax hotei. 

“In ten seconds it was ail over,” Mr. 
Barton said. “A low rumbling, a quake 
shock, with everything vibrating, then 
an indescribable noise, followed voy the 
fall of plaster and the smashing of 
giass. In such moments the human 
mind does not hesitate; a cry went up, 
‘A German bomb.’ A rush for the door, 
headlong down the hallway amid fall- 
ing pictures, glass and piaster, to the 
swinging doors of a\few seconds be- 
fom. now ripped from their hings; 
through great projecting trianguiar 
pieces of glass to the street. Here I 
found myself with a burden. How she 
had come into my arms I do not know, 
yet here she was, hysterically shriek- 
ne-f ‘Oh, my poor sister, my poor sis- 
er. 


Giant Smoke Cloud. 
“Outside, overhead a giant 


seemed over. I crossed the road, laid 
my feminine burdon on a doorstep and 
returned to the hotel. My aid, for I was 


unseated, was possibly needed far more /nadian cities, but with small loss of 


there. I made my way upstairs to the 
reoms of two friends. The rooms were 
vacant, but normal, even the glass un- 
broken—and few panes of glas remain 
unbroken in this area. Once more I 
was in the street, meeting my com- 
panions--on the threshold. They, too, 
were unscathed. 

“Our _ were quickly made. We 
were off to the immediate vicinity of 
the disaster, for, among many theories, 
we accepted as most plausible the 
blowing up of a munition ship. To- 
wards Citadel Hill we wended our way 
and the further we went the more hor- 
rible the aftermath. Improvised 
stretchers met us on all sides, convey- 
ing into the main thoroughfares from 
the highways and by-ways. The 
wounded were everywhere, but most of 
these unfortunates could hobble or 
walk; we kept onwards. 

“Our hurry-scurry had led to the arm- 
ory. Here the khaki-clad men were 
already on parade, many of the soldiers 
showing wounds bound with handker- 
chiefs. 

“As we passed they were already on 
the march toward the more devastated 
area. The order had gone forth. ‘Com- 
mandeer all vehicles, automobiles or 
horses.’ A cordon was drawn across 
the strets and passengers were forced 
to alight and resume their journeys 
afoot. There was grim work ahead.” 

Matron and Children Killed. 

The matron and all but two of the 
children at the Protestant orphanage 
are believed to have perished. Of the 
two who escaped, one child was not in 


the building at the time of the explo-' 


sion. 

The child who was in the building 
said that when the explosion came, 
Miss Knaut, the matron, called to the 
children to take refuge with her in the 
basement. It is supposed that she 
thought a bomb had fallen. 

Thirty girls employed at the Rich- 
mond Printing company are reported 


dead. 

The explosion occurred in the nar- 
rows, a point in the harbor less than 
half a mle wide. On the north shore 
is the town of Dartmouth; on the south 
shore the Richmond section of the city. 
The sloping land on each side of the 
narrows forms, in effect, a_ trough, 
which served to confine the blast. and 
to increase its intensity and destruct- 
iveness.

HALIFAX HORROR 
GREATEST BY FAR 
IN CANADA HISTORY 


The Halifax catastrophe, especially 
in the number of lives lost, will rank 
as by far the greatest in the history 
of the Dominion. The only event that 
even approaches it is the sinking of 
the Canadian Pacific railway liner Em- 
press of Ireland, near Father Point, in 
the St. Lawrence river, on May 29, 1914, 


when 934 persons perished, as compared | 
with the 2,000 or more already credited 
to the Halifax catasthophe. 

The Empress of Ireland disaster, 
moreover, had several striking points | 
of similarity in its origin to the col- 
lision whi wrought such frightful | 
havoc at Halifax. Both were the result 
of collisions. In each case it was’ a 
Norwegian vessel which rammed the 
other ship and in each case the collision 
was attributed to a confusion in whis- 
tle signals.
